In a recent number of School & Society, Professor Ruth Mid- 
dlemark makes some very interesting remarks concerning the type 
of students who come to college- She feels that all who enter are 
not college material and suggests the following points: 

I should say that a boy (or girl) does not belong in College: 

1. If he cannot make a list of at least a dozen things that are 
wrong with him. 

2. If his general average is less than "C” 

3. If he cannot write a simple passage of exposition without 
violating the elementary principals of composition. 

4. If he has an impatience with books and must literally tor¬ 
ture himself_Jo read. 

5. If he has an inclination toward doing the minimum amount 
of work, toward "putting something over” on his teachers. 

0- If he deems hintsfelf superior to routine. 

7. If he cannot take criticism. 

8. If his code of conduct does not include as much respect for 
others as for himself. 

9. If he is dishonest—mentally or actually- 

10. If he blames others too readily for his failings. 

11. If he cannot be alone for twenty-four hours and be wholly 
interesting to himself. 

12. If lve is not sufficiently curious to read at least a dozen good 
books in literature, science, and economics published through the 

year. 

13. If he looks upon education as a business proposition or as 
the ante-chamber to social success. 

14. If his intellectual needs do not grow from year to year. 

15- If he cannot compete with the rest of the student body, but 
is eternally requiring special consideration. 

16. If he cannot discipline himself to work full quota, even 
though he may know that the teacher will not check up on him. 

17. If he cannot take part in a serious discussion without being 
bored, self conscious or affected- 

18. If he cannot stand to be wrong. 

19. If he does not "love all beauty, whether nature or of art”. 

Professor Middlemark does not attempt to set this list up as a 

standard measuring stick but she feels, and so do we, that it con¬ 
tains much that nearly all students should reflect upon.

(lives the boy or girl a chance to realize that he has really 
accomplished something. 

10. Is an economical way of teaching music. 

Gives the student who cannot afford private lessons a chance 
and opportunity to develop his musical ability. 

11. Promotes health. 

A band demands correct posture and deep Breathing essential 
to health. 

12- Demand for musicians. 

The demand for good musicians is greater than ever before. 
Music as a vocation ranks fourth in the United States.

The Common Cold 


Perhaps the most prevalent disease 
among college students is the com¬ 
mon cold. Like flies in the summer, 
the cold is so common that many of 
us take it more or less for granted 
and because of our familiarity with 
it, treat it as something beneath our 
contempt. 

There is no panacea or sure rem¬ 
edy for cold. Inoculations have prov¬ 
ed valuable in many instances but 
by no means in all of them. The best 
safeguard is good body resistance. 
The fundamental living rules, if wise¬ 
ly applied, will assist in developng 
good resistance. One should avoid 
close contact with persons having 
colds, wear clothing suitable to the 
temperature, sleep in well ventilated 
rooms, maintain normal elimination, 
get plenty of sleep and avoid wet 
feet and clothing. 

If, in spite of precaution, one con¬ 
tracts a cold, the wise thing to do 
is to consult a nurse or physician. 
Students of the Junior College should 
avail themselves of the advantages 
offered by the Hygiene Department.
